1. ‘Too much oil or soap residue in the 
till —will raise boiling point of the bath

2. A defective condensate trap on the 
team heating coils— may cause the coils 
to fill with water. This will reduce the 
heat going into the bath and the distil 


lation rate 


3. A high still level 
cult for the steam coils to heat the bath 


may make it diffi 


properly, increasing the danger of a boil 
over. Or a low level— may expose a por 
tion of the coils, reducing heat input 
ind rate of distillation 


4. A long vapor pipe from still to con 
denser —condensation may occur in it 
ind the solvent may run back into the 
still. Insulate the pipe with glass wool 


or other flexible insulating material. 


Q. Even after drain- 
ing the sludge for 
24 hours, there 
seems to be a lot 
of ‘‘Perclene”™’ in 
my screen-type fil- 
ter. Howcanldeter- 
mine the amount 
remaining and re- 
cover it? 


A. Spread 5 poundsof the cake on a piece 
of paper and allow the solvent to evap 
orate. When dry, the material should 
be gray and powdery, and almost with 
out odor of perchlorethylene. Weigh this 
powder and subtract from the original 
weight. The difference will be the origi 
nal ““Perclene”’ content. 


To determine the total loss of per- 
chlorethylene, weigh the entire lot of 
filter sludge in any 30-gallon can. Divide 
this weight by 5 and multiply by the 
weight of solvent in the 5-lb. sample 
This figure will be the amount of 
“Perclene”’ in the total sludge. 


To recover the perchlorethylene: 


1. If the filter can be backwashed to the 
still, “Perclene”’ can be recovered with 
normal distillation followed by steam 


sweeping 


2. You can remove perchlorethylene by 
draining, and forcing out the solvent 
with air pressure at the vent (about 15 
Ibs.) after screens have been scraped to 
the sump. Vacuum on the sump drain 
line will accomplish the same thing. 


3. EK ven more solvent can be recovered 
by the use of a small laundry extractor 
Line the inside with heavy cloth before 
loading. (It is necessary to seal the drain 
outlet to prevent evaporation of solvent 
Attach to the outlet a pipe which leads 
to the bottom of a pail containing about 
’’ of perchlorethylene or water. This 
will prevent passage of air and evapora 


tion of solvent

Why Over a Fifth of Milwaukee's

Nothing’s Perfect 


One reason why the Spic and Span operation 
is so dynamic is that nothing is permitted ever to 
remain static. No purchase is made, no process or 
method is set in motion, without questioning 
whether it can be improved. 

A case in point is the color scheme of the de- 
livery trucks, which for 15 vears were a striking 
combination of blue and white, neat, familiar to 
the Milwaukee public. Yet Spic and Span called in 
a commercial artist to suggest possible improve- 
ments. He advised adding yellow, which snapped 
up the blue and white. It raised the attention 
value of the trucks from a modest call to a strident 
holler, without losing any of the packagelike neat- 
ness. 

Another example was the occasion when Spic 
and Span completed its major conversion of finish- 
ing equipment to the unit operation—and then 
asked a prominent engineer to come in and check 
up on their production health, Said Ed Miller, 
“We'd rather have a regular medical checkup 
than run to the doctors in emergencies.”

Hand-Craft Service 


The adoption of Hand-Craft Service posed a 
peculiar problem at Spic and Span. Its regular 
Orchid Service is of such unquestionably high 
quality that it was doubted whether there was 
need for the Hand-Craft. The latter service is 
what its name suggests, literally handwork from 
beginning to end. It sometimes takes as much as 
an hour, for instance, to finish one man’s suit on 
Hand-Craft Service. 

However, it was recognized that people do 
have afew extra-fine garments on which they want 
the  extra-fine —touches—hand-finished _ linings, 
ironed pockets, micrometrically even cuffs, ete. 
It is truly a service for the most fastidious people, 
with tissue stuffed in arms and shoulders of suits 
and dresses to help retain the shape when the 
garment leaves the plant. 

The tipoff on the merits of Orchid versus 
Hand-Craft Services is that even Messrs. Miller 
and Plous (who merely own the place) have most 
of their cleaning done on the Orchid Service, and 
put only their families’ fancier clothes through the 
Hand-Craft department! Frequently both drivers 
and salesgirls will suggest to a customer not to 
put a particular garment through the Hand-Craft 
Service because they feel Orchid Service will do 
it full justice. 

There has been little promotion of the Hand- 
Craft Service since its inception two years ago. 
Nevertheless it has been growing steadily as cus- 
tomers recommend it to their friends.

This system makes it easier on the routeman when 
i new customer desires credit.
